Stanford University Rejoins 
The Peninsula ‘Community’ 


Decision of the Stanford University trustees to hold 
apartment construction along their side of San Francisquito 
Creek to two and three stories has done much to heal a 
wound that threatened to be fatal to community spirit in 
the Mid-Peninsula. 

Menlo Park, Palo Alto and Stanford are inextricably 
bound to each other’s welfare. Certainly the presence of 
Stanford does much to make Menlo Park a desirable com- 
munity. That Menlo Park is a fine place to live does much 
for the value of the property Stanford is developing as a 
source of revenue. 

During recent months Stanford had begun to appear 
to Menlo Park residents as if she did not care what hap- 
pened to properties across the creek from the campus, A 
paternalistic pat on the head — but no change in plans 
for high rise apartments — seemed to be all that could be 
expected in response to vigorous protests against the multi-

TELLS US: 

Putting a freight train back 
on the tracks, once it’s fallen 
off, is not an inconsiderable 
job. 

The Southern Pacific knows 
this and had its opinions re- 
affirmed last Wednesday when 
one was derailed here after 
hitting a truck. 

First, you need a crane — 
preferably a large one like the 
120-ton capacity job they 
brought from Oakland for the 
occasion, 

It takes more than half an 
hour just to get such a ma- 
chine in position and to get it 
set up so it won’t be pulled off 
the tracks when it tries to lift 
something; it takes another 40 
minutes or so to put a train on 
the tracks and it takes a little 
while longer to let go the vari- 
ous slings and things used, and 
to put all the tools away. 

The locomotive derailed 
here was towed to the SP’s 
bayshore shops south of San 
Francisco for repairs. 


The sprightly scribes of the 
California Academy of Sci- 
ences have a word, this week, 
for snake-fanciers: 

“Considered by experts as 
possibly the most frightening, 
sinister- appearing snake in 
the world, a Gaboon Viper is 
now on display at Steinhart 
Aquarium in Golden Gate 
Park where it has the distine- 
tion of beig the first ever 
owned by the Aquarium where 
it can be inspected by snake- 
fanciers of the Bay Area. 

“The Gaboon Viper, a native 
of Africa, has an incongruous- 
ly stout, heavy body which 
tapers to a stubby tail. Its 
jfearsomely marked and shaped 
head is broad and flat and 
the ominous eyes are silver. 
The design on the vari-colored 
body looks more like a weay- 
ing pattern from a loom rath- 
er than the markings of a 
snake, with colors that include 
pinkish brown, purple, buff 
and black, and gradations of 
all. 

“This newest acquisition at 
Steinhart is as dangerous as it 
looks, having fangs over an 
inch in length and poison 
glands which contain a great 
storage of highly toxic venom. 
The venow is equal’in toxicity 
to that of the cobra or the 
giant mamba and its prey is 
killed almost instantly by the 
great quantities of poison 
which are driven deep into the 
body of the victim with the 
viper’s excessively long fangs. 

“The Gaboon Viper may be 
seen in Case No. 2 in the In- 
door Swamp, Steinhart Aquar- 
ium, California Academy of 
Sciences, Golden Gate Park.”

25 Years Ago: 


Underpass, 
Water 
Needs Aired 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


November 30, 1934: 


An interesting meeting un- 
der the auspices of the Menlo 
Park Chamber of Commerce, 
with the City Council and the 
Menlo Park planning commis- 
sion, was held in the city hall 
last Monday evening. 

The first question to be tak- 
en up was the proposal by the 
Southern Pacific to build an 
underpass at Oak Grove ave- 
nue of Encinal avenue, to be 
constructed with the aid of the 
federal government, provided 
this could be accomplished 
without involving property 
damage. A very lengthy peti- 
tion was filed by property 
owners, which would under the 
terms would prevent any build- 
ing of the underpass. 

J. H. Sullivan, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
Chairman of the meeting, then 
tock up the subject of the wa- 
ter problem in Menlo Park and 
vicinity. 

Quite a lengthy discussion 
took place, covering the lower- 
ing of the water level in the 
wells of the vicinity, which was 
bringing in the salty water of 
the bay and which will very 
soon ruin the wells. It was sug- 
gested that as soon as the 
Hetch Hetchy water was avail- 
able, this supply should be 
substituted for well water and 
save the fruit and agricultural 
interests of the entire penin- 
sula,

4. One of the best ways to 
keep a tree standing is to 
thrust the base into a bucket 
of wet sand.

5. Only flame-proofed cotton 
or paper should be used in dec 
orating the tree, where cotton 
and paper decorations are con- 
sidered a “must.” 

6. Never use candles or open 
flame decorations on the tree, 
or in windows where curtains 
can blow against them. 

7. Before installing the elec- 
lighting set, it’s a good 
idea to inspect it for frayed 
wires or broken fixtures.

New Schools Begin What 


May Become Traditional 


Oft-beaten but unbowed, the 
Sequoia Union High School 
District’s two newest schools, 
Woodside and Ravenswood, 
square off tomorrow in the 
“big game” to decide which 
one of them finally gets a 
South Peninsula Athletic Lea- 
gue victory in its first year of 
varsity football competition. 

Coach Vern  Sterling’s 
Wildcats put up a whale of 
a scrap before losing to 
Menlo-Atherton last Friday, 
28-20, but still are rated on- 
ly one touchdown favorites 
over their smaller but faster 
adversaries. Coach Howard 
Costello’s Trojans have been 
under the curse of lack of 
personnel and general inex- 
perience all season, but they 
can smell that victory, too, 
because the Woodsiders, in 
just about the same beat, 
are far from being a power- 
house. 


Both squads should be close 
to, but not quite at, full 
strength for the big season fi- 
nale. The Trojans drew the 
league bye this last weekend, 
giving them a chance to recov- 
er from a rash of injuries. 


Fullback Alonzo Hopkins is | 


still favoring a bad ankle and 
Bob DeFillo is lost with a rup- 
tured kidney, but otherwise 
the tape is coming off and the 
sore muscles are getting tuned 
up and they should be ready, 
Costello said this week. 
FAIRLY HEALTHY 


Sterling said that halfback 
Dick Smith will have to be ex- 
amined by a doctor to deter- 
mine injuries he sustained in 
the M-A encounter, and the re- 
sults weren’t available by 
presstime. Otherwise, Sterling 
said his troops were in good 
shape too, so we should have 
two relatively healthy clubs 
ready to go at 2:45 tomorrow 
at Terremere Field. 

Both are 0-5 in SPAL play 
and 1-6 overall, not disheart- 
ing considering they both 
started from scratch against 
a league full of trained, ex- 
perienced football machines. 
They’ve made all the mis- 
takes of a typical green club 
and now they’re both ready 
to grab victory No. 2. Rav- 
enswood’s win was a 21-0 de- 
cision over Cupertino last 
month and Woodside’s win 
came in the season opener 
over -Westmoor, 31-25. 

The Wildcats have looked 
somewhat more _ impressive, 
doth offensively and defensive- 
ly, if you could call it that. 
They’ve scored an average of 
10.1 points per game so far, 
| allowing their opponents 24.1. 
The Trojans have. pushed 
across 7.4 per game, but their 
opponents have gotten through 
for 28.1. Last year, playing as 
junior varsities, the Wildcats 
won the big one between the 
two, 26-7.
